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Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers 


To  the  Friends  of  the  Peiinsyhania  ll'orkiug  Home  for  Blin^ 
Men  : 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Working  Home 
for  Bhnd  Men  submit  herewith  the  reports  for  1918-19  and  1919- 
20  of  the  Treasurer  and  of  the  Superintendent.  The  number  of 
inmates  is  now  89  inside  and  32  outside  workmen,  in  addition  to  11 
inmates  of  the  Retreat,  who  have  retired  from  work  on  account  of 
old  age. 

The  past  two  years  have  been  difficult  ones  on  account  of  the 
high  cost  of  all  manufacturing  supplies,  the  great  increases  in 
wages  paid  to  the  inmates  and  employees,  the  depression  in  busi- 
ness and  the  necessary  reduction  in  the  sale  prices  of  our  products. 
With  no  increase  of  income,  deficits  amounting  to  $22,004.05  and 
$48,086.11  have  arisen.  The  latter  includes  shrinkage  of  values 
in  the  inventoiy  of  November  30,  1920.  These  deficits  greatly 
depleted  the  working  capital  raised  in  the  Campaign  of  1918. 

In  the  Superintendent's  Report  herewith,  which  is  made  a 
part  of  our  Home  Report,  there  is  presented  a  very  careful  state- 
ment of  the  financial  operations  for  the  past  five  years,  which 
demonstrates  the  absolute  necessity  for  either  a  change  of  policy  or 
an  additional  income.  The  average  deficit  over  and  above  the 
total  income  was  $23,196.99  per  annum,  and  the  problem  which 
confronts  us  today  is  one  of  great  seriousness  to  the  beneficiaries 
of  the  Home.  We  can  only  distribute  to  our  beneficiaries  the 
monies  which  come  to  our  hand,  and  our  sources  of  income  are 
confined  to  the  sales  of  manufactured  product,  appropriations  and 
contributions  from  the  public.  The  amount  of  increased  wages 
paid  to  the  men,  during  the  period  covered  by  the  analysis  in  the 
Superintendent's  Report,  very  nearly  equals  the  amount  of  our 
deficit  over  and  above  the  income  of  the  Home  from  the  three 
sources  mentioned. 

The  blind  men  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  living  in  the  Home  have  been  charged  a  rate  for  board 
which  covered  only  a  little  more  than  half  of  the  actual  cost ; 
yet  in  fixing  the  rate  for  board  the  Managers  have  been  compelled 
to  have  regard  for  the  older  men  whose  earning  capacity  is 
limited. 

Changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board  during  the  two-year 
period  were  as  follows : 
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Mr.  W'alter  A.  Bailey  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  on 
March  31,  1919,  and  resigned  on  account  of  business  engagements 
on  October  25,  1920.  Mr.  Frank  P.  Croft  resigned  on  June  30, 
1919,  and  Mr.  Wm.  John  Cooley  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Board  on  July  28,  1919. 

Mr.  James  W.  Ruthven  was  appointed  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent in  November,  1919. 

The  Board  desires  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  co- 
operation and  loyal  devotion  of  the  Home  Council  in  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Home  since  its  organization  in  Janu- 
ary, 1920.  The  Council  comprises  in  its  membership  a  very  large 
majority  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Home.  They  hold  regular 
stated  meetings,  where  matters  connected  with  their  w'elfare  and 
the  well-being  of  the  Home  are  considered. 

The  vigorous  way  in  which  the  Council  has  come  to  the 
defense  of  the  Home  against  insidious  assaults  from  within  and 
without,  and  its  evident  appreciation  of  the  difficulties  incident  to 
the  distribution  of  the  benefits  of  the  Home  to  its  complex  popu- 
lation has  been  of  great  assistance  to  the  Board  and  is  an  assurance 
that  in  the  future  the  Managers  will  always  have  a  fair  reflection 
of  the  opinions  of  our  blind  men  on  the  questions  which  from  time 
to  time  come  up  for  adjustment. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  extended  to  Mr.  Mills,  the 
Superintendent,  and  to  the  members  of  the  Staff.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 


To  the  Board  of  Managers: 

In  making  a  i-ecord  of  the  operations  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Working  Home  for  BUnd  Men  for  the  period  1919  and  1920,  I 
desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  have  adhered  to 
our  policy  of  development  and  carried  on  the  work  along  the  same 
lines  of  policy  outlined  in  our  last  report. 

The  expenditure  during  the  past  two  years  for  new  construc- 
tion, machinery,  repairs  to  plant  and  general  repairs  to  building, 
etc.,  was  $17,108.77.  The  amount  of  wages  paid  the  blind  men 
during  1919  was  $47,378.98  and  in  1920  was  $51,591.65,  a  total 
for  the  two  years  of  $98,970.63,  and  the  earnings  of  those  of  our 
blind  men  who  sell  brooms  outside  on  their  own  account  are  esti- 
mated at  $4,000  per  year,  making  a  total  of  $106,970.63  for  the 
two-year  period.  This  compares  with  the  payments  to  practically 
the  same  number  of  men  in  1909  and  1910  of  $53,820.88,  an 
increase  in  the  payments  to  the  blind  men  of  practically  100  per 
cent.  The  rate  of  board  paid  by  the  blind  men  who  reside  in  the 
Institution  has  been  maintained  at  $4.00  per  week,  and  the  average 
amount  received  by  the  blind  men  over  and  above  their  living  is 
$247.80  per  capita.  This  compares  with  the  payment  ten  years 
ago  of  $109.80  per  capita. 

In  making  my  recommendations  to  you  for  a  wage  scale  for 
the  blind  men,  from  time  to  time,  I  have  been  influenced  in  some 
degree  by  the  outside  business  conditions  and  a  regard  for  the 
wages  paid  in  similar  industries  to  sighted  men  and  by  a  firm 
belief,  at  the  time  I  made  the  recommendations,  that  blind  men, 
when  given  the  same  labor  conditions  that  are  provided  for  sighted 
men,  would  produce  a  quality  of  merchandise  that  would  justify 
such  payment.  Our  experience  during  the  past  five  years,  how- 
ever, would  not  seem  to  justify  the  adjustment  of  a  wage  scale 
based  on  this  theory. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  1919  you  approved  of  an 
increase  of  wages  averaging  more  than  50  per  cent  and  at  the 
inauguration  of  this  increased  wage  scale  a  portion  of  the  men  here 
started  a  movement  to  defeat  the  very  purpose  of  the  increase 
which  had  no  other  object  than  the  betterment  of  the  blind  men. 
Under  the  leadership  of  outside  agitation  a  portion  of  the  blind 
men  formed  a  labor  union  and  temporarily  affiliated  with  the 
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American  Federation  of  Labor  and  made  a  demand  for  a  still 
further  increase  in  wages  based  on  the  so-called  union  scale.  The 
wage  scale  then  in  force  more  than  equaled  the  average  wages 
paid  to  sighted  operators  in  the  broom  shops  throughout  the  terri- 
tory within  a  radius  of  one  hundred  miles  of  Philadelphia.  With 
}'Our  approval,  I  notified  the  committee  of  blind  men  who  pre- 
sented the  demand  for  the  so-called  union  wages,  that  the  Home 
would  be  glad  to  adjust  the  wage  scale  as  they  demanded,  pro- 
vided, of  course,  that  the  payment  by  the  blind  men  for  their  board 
be  equal  to  that  charged  outside  and  the  quality  of  the  work  pro- 
duced be  equal  to  that  of  sighted  shops.  This  obviously  fair 
adjustment  was  promptly  rejected  by  the  committee  of  the  union, 
and  so  defiant  did  the  attitude  of  some  of  the  blind  men  become 
that  it  resulted  in  the  discharge  of  six  of  the  leaders  of  the  move- 
ment. 

Under  the  leadership  of  the  labor  agitators  and  self-consti- 
tuted false  friends  of  the  blind  men,  the  demand  shifted  from  the 
matter  of  wages  to  a  personal  attack  upon  your  Superintendent, 
and  the  assaults  on  the  business  standing  and  character  of  the 
Managers  and  Superintendent  have  continued  from  this  source, 
from  time  to  time,  during  the  whole  of  the  two-j^ear  period. 

In  recognition  of  the  inherent  desire  on  the  part  of  a  large 
number  of  workmen  for  some  organization  that  would  enable 
them  to  act  in  concert  on  matters  affecting  their  general  welfare,  a 
Home  Cotmcil  was  organized  by  the  loyal  blind  m.en  with  the  view 
of  discussing  in  the  meetings  all  matters  in  connection  with  the 
Home  which  afiiected  their  well-being.  The  membership  of  the 
Council  now  comprises  about  75  per  cent  of  the  blind  men  who  are 
beneficiaries  of  the  Home. 

After  a  full  discussion  of  the  so-called  charges  against  the 
Managers  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  at  a  meeting  held 
on  May  20,  1920.  the  Home  Council  adopted  the  following  pre- 
amble and  resolutions : 

PREAMBLE 

Resolutions  adopted  at  a  regidar  meeting  of  the  Home  Coun- 
cil of  the  Pennsylvania  Working  Home  for  Blind  Men,  ^^i8 
Lancaster  Avenue,  Philadelphia,  Penna.,  Max  20,  ig20. 

The  Home  Council  is  an  organization  of  seventv  out  of  about 
120  of  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Pennsylvania  Working  Home  for 
Blind  Men,  located  at  3518  Lancaster  Avenue,  Philadelphia, 
Penna. 

It  has  for  its  object  the  advancement  of  the  general  welfare 
of  the  men  of  the  Home,  and  also  has  a  death  benefit  fund  which, 
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on  the  death  of  a  member,  will  pay  from  $50  to  $100,  according 
to  the  length  of  time  he  has  been  a  member. 

This  Council,  at  its  regular  stated  meeting  held  in  the  audi- 
torium of  the  Institution  on  Thursday,  May  20,  1920,  adopted  the 
following  preamble  and  resolutions  : 

Whereas,  For  several  months  past  the  Pennsylvania  Work- 
ing Home  for  Blind  Men  has  had  some  differences  with  its  inmates 
in  regard  to  wages  and  other  matters  which  have  led  to  the  pub- 
lication of  two  circulars,  the  first  in  Decembei",  1919,  and  the 
second  in  April,  1920,  making  charges  of  gross  mismanagement 
against  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Frederick  H.  Mills,  and 

Whereas,  They  have  utterly  failed  to  prove  any  of  these 
charges,  we  take  it  that  they  are  not  well  founded,  and  therefore 
ot¥er  the  following  set  of  Resolutions  defining  our  position  in  these 
matters : 

1st — Resolved,  That  we  take  this  opportunity  of  stating  that 
the  charges  and  statements  made  in  the  two  circulars  above 
referred  to,  do  not  now  or  have  they  at  any  time  ever  expressed 
or  represented  the  feelings,  ideas  or  sentiments  of  the  members  of 
this  Council,  which  is  composed  of  a  large  majority  of  the  bene- 
ficiaries of  the  Home. 

2d — 'Resolved,  That  we  deny  that  any  brutal,  harsh  or  inhu- 
man treatment  has  ever  been  practiced  by  the  Superintendent 
toward  any  of  the  men,  and  that  only  such  discipline  has  been 
resorted  to  as  was  deemed  advisable  to  maintain  the  good  order 
of  the  Home.  This  has  generally  taken  the  form  of  a  reprimand 
or  a  short  suspension  from  work,  which,  in  every  instance,  was 
made  necessary  by  the  conduct  of  the  individual. 

3d — Resolved,  That  we  deny  that  any  bribery,  cajolery,  in- 
timidation, victimization  or  undue  influence  of  any  kind  has  ever 
been  used  to  compel  the  members  of  the  Home  to  become  members 
of  this  Council. 

4th — Resolved,  That  during  the  four  years  that  Mr.  Frederick 
H.  Mills  has  been  Superintendent  of  the  Home  many  changes  and 
improvements  have  been  made,  all  of  which  are  considered  of 
great  benefit  to  the  men.  New  industries  have  been  opened,  higher 
rates  of  wages  are  being  paid,  better  living  conditions  provided  than  .  / 
ever  before.  Besides  these,  and  many  other  things,  a  pension  fund 
has  been  created,  whereby  some  of  our  older  and  less  active  mem- 
bers are  paid  from  $1  to  $4  per  week  in  addition  to  their  regular 
earnings,  and  this  money  is  given  them,  in  fact,  whether  they  do 
any  work  or  not. 

5th — Resolved,  That  we  express  it  as  our  opinion  that  owing 
to  the  scarcity,  high  price  and  difficulty  in  securing  material  for 
our  work,  that  the  Home  is  doing  all  that  it  can  at  the  present  time, 
with  the  limited  means  at  its  disposal,  for  the  welfare  of  those 
under  its  care. 
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5th — Resolved,  That  we  pledge  ourselves  to  aid  and  assist 
the  Institution  to  secure  such  increase  in  its  revenues,  either  by 
added  State  and  city  appropriations,  or  any  other  legitimate  means 
within  its  power,  that  will  enable  it  to  pay  higher  rates  of  wages  to 
its  workmen  as  well  as  make  many  much  needed  repairs  and 
improvements  to  the  Home. 

7th.— Resolved,  That  we  deeply  deplore  the  fact  that  an}^  dif- 
ferences should  exist  between  the  management  of  the  Home  and 
a  small  number  of  its  inmates,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  they 
will  soon  be  convinced  of  their  mistake  and  become  reconciled  to 
the  Institution  that  has  done  so  much  in  the  past  forty-five  years 
to  advance  the  cause  of  the  self-supporting  and  self-respectmg 
blind  men  of  our  State. 

^th— Resolved,  That  these  Resolutions  are  the  voluntaiy  act 
of  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  are  not  made  at  the  dictation 
or  suggestion  either  of  the  Board  of  jManagers  or  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

()ih— Resolved,  That  these  Resolutions  be  printed  and  copies 
sent  to  the  different  newspapers  of  Philadelphia,  to  the  Select  and 
Common  Councils  and  to  the  Governor  and  the  State  Board  of 
Charities.    Signed  by :

The  discharged  blind  men  presented  their  charges  in  turn  to 
the  Governor  of  the  State,  the  State  Board  of  Charities,  the 
Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Philadelphia  Chamber  of 
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Commerce  and  to  the  newspapers  throughout  the  city,  and  repre- 
sentatives from  each  of  these  bodies  made  investigations  at  the 
Home,  and  went  into  all  of  the  matters  connected  with  it  in  a 
most  thorough  manner.  In  every  instance  the  Home  has  been 
strongly  commended,  and  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
have  endorsed  the  Home's  work  for  the  blind  by  making  an  appro- 
priation for  next  year  of  $10,000,  which  is  double  the  appropria- 
tion heretofore  granted.  The  Philadelphia  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  also  continued  to  endorse  the  work  of  the  Home.*

In  making  a  record  of  the  history  of  this  movement  it  was  not 
mv  purpose  to  vindicate  myself  or  the  Board  of  Managers,  but  to 
put  on  record  the  fact  that  a  large  payment  of  wages  to  blind  men 
has  not  accomplished  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  made,  and  it  is 
very  necessary  now.  at  this  juncture,  that  we  study  carefully  the 
finances  of  the  Home  and  determine  just  what  portion  of  the 
income  can  be  paid  as  wages  to  the  blind  men. 

The  beneficiaries  of  the  Home  who  are  provided  with  a  living 
here  have,  as  before  stated,  received  an  average  of  $247.80  per 


•*  Before  the  printing  of  this  report,  the  following  letter  from_  the  Philadelphia 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Charities  and  Welfare  Bureau,  has  been  received. 
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year  over  and  above  their  board,  while  the  blind  men  who  live  in 
their  own  homes  have  received  an  average  of  $624  per  year,  out  of 
which  they  have  had  to  maintain  themselves  and  their  families. 
It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  an  adjustment  of  wages  based  upon 
the  necessaiy  living  requirements  would  be  more  equitable  than 
any  adjustment  on  a  basis  of  the  wages  that  are  paid  to  sighted 
men  in  similar  occupations.  I  realize  that  such  an  adjustment 
cannot  be  made  with  any  reasonable  expectation  that  it  would 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  men  who  reside  at  the  Home,  for  the 
reason  that  it  would  be  an  entirely  different  plan  than  has  ever 
been  worked  out.  Under  our  present  theory  every  beneficiary  of 
the  Home  is  placed  on  as  nearly  an  equal  footing  with  sighted  men 
as  conditions  will  allow,  and  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not  impossible, 
to  get  the  approval  of  an  efficient  single  man  to  any  plan  that 
would  pay  more  to  an  inefficient  married  man  because  he  had  a 
family  to  support  than  w^ould  be  paid  to  the  efficient  single  man 
who  had  no  dependents. 

In  spite  of  my  best  efforts  to  prove  to  the  contrary,  I  am 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  employment  of  blind  men  in 
competition  w-ith  sighted  experts  is  not  practical  as  an  economic 
proposition.    It  is  a  charity  and  not  a  business. 

The  number  of  beneficiaries  of  the  Home  has  averaged  about 
135  men  for  the  last  five  years,  and  the  dependent  women  and 
children  who  are  maintained  by  the  earnings  of  the  beneficiaries 
number  65,  making  fully  200  persons  who  are  directly  supported 
by  the  funds  of  the  Home.  In  addition  to  this  amount  the  Home 
has  contributed  directly  to  the  support  of  the  men  maintained  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Retreat  for  Blind  Mutes  and  Aged  and  Infirm 
Blind  Persons  an  average  of  $4  per  week  in  the  cost  of  boarding 
and  an  average  of  $3  per  week  in  earnings  to  the  11  inmates  of  this 
Department  of  the  Home.  It  is,  therefore,  fair  to  state  that  not 
less  than  an  average  of  205  people  are  now,  and  have  been  for 
many  years,  fully  maintained  by  the  Pennsylvania  Working  Home 
for  Blind  Men.  To  accomplish  this  in  any  charitable  institution 
the  cost  would  be  not  less  than  $400  per  capita  per  annum,  or  a 
total  cost  of  $82,000  per  year. 

In  an  examination  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  Home 
for  the  five-year  period  ending  November  30,  1920,  the  cost  to  the 
Home  to  train  the  blind  men  in  industiy,  to  provide  the  raw  mate- 
rial, supervision,  capital,  insurance  and  overhead,  over  and  above 
the  receipts  for  the  manufactured  product,  in  other  words,  the 
actual  manufacturing  department  loss,  was  in

Making  a  total  for  the  five  years  of  $131,598.73,  which  shows  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  Home  on  its  present  basis  of  $115,884.99 
over  its  income,  or  an  average  of  $23,196.99  per  year. 

These  figures  show  an  imperative  necessity  of  having  an 
additional  income  of  at  least  $25,000  per  year. 

The  campaign  for  funds  in  1918  resulted  in  the  collection  of 
about  $120,000  net  after  expenses  had  been  met,  and  made  it 
possible  to  carry  on  operations  as  represented  by  this  statement  for 
the  five-year  period.  The  funds  thus  contributed  have  now  been 
absorbed  in  setting  aside  as  a  reserve  fvmd  $25,000,  in  adding  to 
our  permanent  endowment  $12,000,  and  in  making  up  the  above 
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deficits  and  a  reduction  of  $6,000  on  mortgage  indebtedness,  so 
that  tlie  net  resources  do  not  dift'er  materially  from  those  of  five 
years  ago. 

It  would,  perhaps,  be  possible  to  curtail  the  operations  of  the 
Home  to  come  within  the  present  income,  but  such  a  curtailment 
would  require  an  entire  reversal  of  policy.  The  average  payment 
to  the  beneficiaries  who  reside  at  the  Home,  namely,  $247.80  per 
year,  could  be  saved  by  an  adjustment  of  wages  that  would  pay 
only  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  the  actual  amount  of  board  as 
now  charged,  or,  if  the  rate  for  the  board  was  fixed  at  its  actual 
cost  (nearly  $8  per  week,  including  overhead),  the  amount  of 
additional  income  could  be  derived  in  that  way. 

The  census  of  our  population  shows  that  more  than  two-thirds 
of  the  blind  men  here  resident  are  above  the  age  of  average  earning 
capacity  for  sighted  men,  and  since  the  loss  of  sight  reduces  the 
average  earning  capacity  of  the  man  fully  667^  per  cent,  it  is 
evident  that  any  wage  scale  based  upon  the  earning  powers  of  the 
men  as  compared  with  sighted  experts  would  not  yield  a  sufficient 
amount  to  cover  the  actual  cost  of  maintenance  for  that  portion  oi 
the  population  who  have  gone  beyond  sixty  years  of  age ;  and  the 
lack  of  incentive,  which  would  necessarily  follow  the  reduced 
wages,  of  the  other  one-third  would  make  it  impossible  for  the 
one-third  of  young  men  to  make  up  the  loss  on  the  two-thirds  of 
old  men. 

The  policy  of  the  Home  which  has  attempted  to  place  the 
blind  men  on  as  nearly  an  equal  footing  with  sighted  men  as  con- 
ditions allow,  has  been  commended  by  all  of  the  representative 
men  who  have  investigated  our  affairs.  Personally,  I  have  not  the 
ability  to  place  a  money  value  on  the  uplift  that  comes  to  a  man 
who  feels  that  he  is  providing  for  his  living,  and  a  living  for  those 
depending  on  him,  by  his  own  efforts.  Without  this  incentive  our 
Home  would  be  no  better  than  an  almshouse,  and,  since  the  present 
scheme  of  employment  conserves  this  principle  at  a  cost  very  much 
less  than  by  any  other  means,  it  would  seem  that  our  duty  toward 
the  blind  men  requires  us  to  attempt  to  provide  the  additional 
income  from  some  source  if  it  is  at  all  possible. 

The  State  of  Pennsylvania  has  at  present  but  two  workshops 
for  blind  men,  one  at  Pittsburgh  and  our  own  in  Philadelphia. 
The  number  of  men  employed  in  the  workshop  in  Pittsburgh  is 
less  than  one-fourth  as  many  as  we  have  here  and  the  beneficiaries 
of  that  Home  are  limited  to  citizens  of  the  City  of  Pittsburgh. 
To  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Pittsburgh  Association  the  City  of 
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Pittsburgh  has  appropriated  annually  for  some  3^ears  $20,000  and 
last  year  $27,000,  and  the  state  has  supplemented  this  by  $5,000 
per  annum.  The  funds  of  this  workshop  are  applied  entirely  to 
the  workshop  and  no  provision  is  made  there  for  the  boarding  of 
the  blind  men.  Under  the  wage  scale  at  Pittsburgh  the  average 
earnings  of  the  men  are  not  more  than  in  our  own  shop  here.  It 
would  therefore  seem  that  after  a  fair  presentation  of  these  facts 
to  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  they  would  consider  our  reasonable 
demand  and  make  provision  to  carry  on  our  work  as  we  have  now 
organized  it.  I  have  studied  carefully  the  reports  from  several 
states  which  carry  on  institutions  similar  to  our  own  and  find  that 
the  appropriations  made  for  the  indu§tnal3:(iii.iQiL^^ 
the  past  twenty  years  in  Pennsylvania  have  been  not  more  than^ 
one-fouTth^of_whato^^ 

smaller  population.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  hasnow  providea" 
forn"921  an  additional  $5,000  over  the  $5,000  it  has  previously 
appropriated,  and  the  State  Board  of  Charities  has  assured  us  of 
their  support  for  our  request  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  for  an  additional  $12,500,  which,  if  approved  by  the 
Legislature  and  the  Governor,  will  give  us  $17,500  of  the  $25,000 
we  require.  The  additional  $7,500  must  then  be  raised  from  the 
friends  of  the  institution. 

Our  workshops  have  been  in  continuous  operation  during  the 
past  two  years,  and  we  have  developed  our  cai-pet  and  rug  depart- 
ment so  that  it  now  employs  about  one-third  of  our  blind  men. 
We  find  that  this  industiy  is  well  adapted  to  blind  labor  and  we 
hope  that  in  normal  times  it  will  prove  less  expensive  and  also 
enable  the  men  to  earn  as  large  a  scale  of  wages  as  does  the  broom 
business.  The  operations  for  the  year  1920  in  the  broom  and 
carpet  industries  show  a  very  much  larger  loss  than  should  be  in 
normal  times.  The  last  half  of  the  year  showed  a  depreciation  in 
the  value  of  raw  material  bought  of  more  than  100  per  cent  in 
each  of  these  industries  and  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  selling 
price  of  the  goods ;  furthermore,  the  fact  that  our  shops  have  had 
to  be  continuously  operated  resulted  in  an  operating  loss  double 
what  it  should  have  been  in  normal  times. 

The  general  health  of  our  men  has  been  very  good  and  no 
deaths  have  occurred  during  the  two-year  period  except  in  the 
department  of  the  Pennsylvania  Retreat  for  Blind  Mutes  and 
Aged  and  Infirm  Blind  Persons,  where  John  Doan  and  Peter 
Kidder,  two  of  the  old  men,  have  died.    Their  places  have  been 
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taken  by  blind  men  who  have  become  incapacitated  for  work  in  the 
shops. 

The  welfare  of  our  outside  men  and  the  providing  of  enter- 
tainment at  frequent  periods  for  our  population  and  their  friends 
has  continued  and  forms  a  part  of  our  work  which  has  not  received 
the  attention  that  it  deserves  because  of"  our  failure  to  emphasize 
it  in  our  statements  to  the  public. 

Our  physician,  Dr.  E.  Bruce  Wenner,  has  been  attentive  to  the 
duties  of  his  department,  and  we  also  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
services  of  Dr.  Fox,  and  special  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
ereat  benefit  we  have  had  from  the  entertainments  that  have  been 
provided  by  Mr.  O.  La  Forrest  Perry,  who  has  a  very  warm 
place  in  the  affections  of  our  men. 

The  Superintendent  desires  to  make  acknowledgment  of  the 
Sfreat  assistance  in  the  work  of  the  institution  of  Mr.  James  W. 
Ruthven,  Miss  Irwin  and  Miss  Livingston  in  the  Office  and  in 
the  Home  Department  of  Mrs.  Kate  Mills,  the  matron,  and  to  Mrs. 
A.  Van  Omian,  who  has  been  most  efficient  in  our  Department  of 
Social  Welfare  as  well  as  in  the  Industrial  Department.
